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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: After a 
review of the prior art of record, it is believed that the present invention is novel and 
non-obvious wherein no reference discloses the recited structure including an inner 
heat and chemically resistant inner tube, a metal barrier layer bonded to an outer 
surface of the inner tube, at least one fluoropolymer tie-layer bonded to an outer 
surface of the metal layer and a reinforcing layer bonded to an outer surface of the 
fluoropolymer tie layer. The closest reference, U.S. 6,074,717 to Little et al. discloses 
the inner layer, a metal barrier layer, and an adhesion layer and a reinforcing layer. 
The adhesion layer is not disclosed as a fluoropolymer tie-layer. U.S. 5,531,841 to 
O'Melia et al. discloses a fluoropolymer aluminum laminate but there is no teaching 
of substituting the adhesion layer of Little et al. for the laminate of O'Melia et al.
